In peace, harmony, and quietness the con
vention, which commenced Its sitting at 12
o'clock to-day, closed its labora at 5§ o'clock,

With the exception of the Anditor General,

there wns but little Interest manifested escopt
by the Immedinte friends of the candidates,

Indeed, up to a late hour the best wire-pullers |

were al fea as to who the candidates for the
position of Burveyor-General wonld be when the
convenllon met. The friends of Mr. Bmedley
were active aud in earnest, but wheun the name
of Colonel R. B. Beath, the hero of a hundred
battlgs, and who lozt & leg in the service of his
country, was announced, the feeling that he
was the man for the place commonced to crop
out among (he delegates from the raral
tricts, and the aspect of ailairs changed to o
degree of cerlalnty most refreshing to
Colonel's friends. 8tlll the Philadelphians held
on to their man, and succeeded in secaring a
little of the outside pressure. Tt was nnavall-
iag, however; and Beath was pominated, with
nearly it not qnite a full third of his vote Lo
gpare. That he will snlt the peopls of the Com-
monwealth there can be no guestion, and now
that the nflair is over the delegates will unite In
Eaying that no more eminently proper aud ftting
choice could have been made.

The romination of Dr. 1. M. was n
foregone conclusion. TForezone, beeanse the
eaucus beld Jast night had decided the question
Leyond the shadow of a doubt, General Allen
and Mr. lMooten, hls opponents, gave up the
contest in a philosophical manner, but thelr
friends stood by them in the convention, not-
withetanding., In this 1 may observe that,
contrary to the usual custom, there were no come-
plaints or quibblings after the altalr was over.

At the moment of this writing the “Uncondi-
tional Club” is tendering the nominees the com-
pliment of a serenade. I presume that epeeches
will be made, but if I mistake not they will have
but litile Influence on the men who have been
here pince yesterday. and have known the com-
fort of haoging on a book in lieu of stretching
themeelves on a downy couch.

“Pat me (n my little bed”

had considerable significance last night, becanse
there were no “little beds" (or big ones either) to
gel Into. This ¢rowding was cansed by the large
number of delegates to the Grand Encamp-
ment of the Order of Odd Fellows., Of eourse,
the Harrisburg hotel proprietors have done the
best they could for their guesis, but best is poor
enough in a thing like this.

The platform laid down by the convention
meets with unqualified aspproval, execept that
portion which refers to General Grant as the
candidate for the Presidency in 1872, It ereated
considerable discuseion in the convention, not
that Grant was not popular or anything of that
kind, but because there was so much time to
spare between now and the time for making the
Presidential nomination. The resolution went
through with a rush, though, and Grant stants
to-day the unqualified choice of Pennsylvania
for President in 1872,

The little resolution concerning the modest
and, I may now unhesitatiogly add, retiring
Geary was (0 be expected, and npo particular
importance ean be attached to It. By the way,
hiis speech the other eveniog,when he so frankly
and positively denied that he waunted an oflice
of any kind, was the most peculiar I have ever
heard him make. II the “Kiog's English” ever
bad such a thing as a sgoul, it is crushed and
torn to ribbong now, and Governor Geary is
guilty of the sacrilegious erime. Bul no matter:
he will not be dragged out (he eays he don't
want to be) to fill any ofiice. Just here it
occurs to me that he rather hinted that he
might be induced to take the Gabernatorial chair
for another (third) term. *‘'Can such things be,
and o'ercome us like a summer's cloud, with-
out our epecial wonder ¥

The other planks in the platform are con-
gldered sound and strong.

There was considerable excilement over the
chairmansghip of the Biate Central Committee,
but after an hour or two had been spent in
arguing pro and con. In regard to the manuver in
which he should be appointed, his selection was
left to the chairman of the convention (Mr,
Elliott) and the two candldates. Up to this
writing vo selection bas been made, althongh it
looks as though Samuel ¥. Barr, Esq., of Har«
risburg, would be the man. Mr. Barr is one of
the emartest and shrewdest politiclans in the
Btate, and has been the private secretary of
Benator Cameron for some years, Buat this Is
all surmise, and to-morrow may change the
cnse.

The “Unconditional Club" of Philadelphia,
under the leadership of the indafatigable and
unconyuerable Willlam R. Leeds, has been the
most prominent feature ol the whole allair.
Headed by Beck's Band—who, by the way, the
Governor complimented very highly for their
fifteen-months service in the 25th Regiment
Penpsylvania Volunteers—the club has been
nbiguitous, and rendered every scene enjoyable
by its enthusinsm and good conduct,

But it waxes late, aud this epistle must close.
